One wonld suppose cupddity
nlone would huve elivived ere this the Tostering
hand of encoummgemont Wwards those who have
been making herculean offorts to dlsenthrall
themeelves the past three years [rom the offeets of

the misfortunes with which they were suddenly
overwhoelmed. Althouirh uniorionnte, and
megting alinogt on évery hand eithor decidid
hostility or the more enervating smiles of thos
who hold the “‘word of promisc to the ear nnd
break it to the il'}"l'.“ yot, undospairing nnd un-
dismnyed; they are stroggling towards the goal
of their wishes.

But while thus Inndably engaged o individual
and disjointed effort (o recuperate, thoy are
looking with anxiety bogotten of hope for auxi-

linry ald from those who will bLe hmmensoly

bemaefited |l_\' the restorntion of those works ol
transit upon which they rely to furnlsh an out-
let to the exhanstless wealth of this interosting
valley,  They have ablding faith in the Intelli-
gonce and satutenoss charscterizing those who
have control of our Tn.l..nilu nt Ioternnl thos
roughfures of trade, that on being reminded of

theloss acerning to the interests of commerce and
trade by the almost entire suspension of netivity
in the manufnctories and mines thickly dotiing
the valloy, and acting npon the policy of “*help-
ing those who help themselves,” they will ot
once come Lo the rescoe, orat all events give
conntenance to enrnest and antiving effort to
resuscitate and restore it (o health and vigor in
its divorsified fndustry.

The encouragement required will not involve
any present axpenditure of money on the parl
of the corporations into whose nrteries of (rado
will be poured this Invigorating and’ healthful
commerce, but a guarantee from them te those
who furnish the means to repair the canal that,

by almost imperceptible reclprocity, they will
relmburse them the amount advanced for the
purpost. Will they demur to the gensrous pro-

position to yield twenty-five per cent., while re
ceiving soventy-five per cent. on a tr from
i which they are now almost entirely cat off

i There have been spasmodic indleations of at-
tcmpu to come to the ald of the gentlemen who
hinve an immense capital invested in the real
estate and mines and manufactories wide spread
over the valley and lining the banks of the
canal.

An offer was made by one of the managers of
the West Branch division of the Penusylvanin
Canal to give a drawback of 25 per cent. on the
trade coming out of the Bald Esgle Canal, and
passing through that division; but while ne-
gotlations were golog on, the Peonsylvania
Central Railroad stepped In and purchased the
West Branch Canal.

The President of the Union Canal Company
offered a dranwbnek of twenty cents per thou-
gand fect on lumber from that canal, and pass-
ing over Union Canal to Philndelphin: but the
intervention of the sale of the West Branch
Canal rendered the offer unavalling. Shall the
Pennsylvania RBailrond Company, the Tide-
water Canal Company, and Chesapeske and
Delaware Cannl Company, be less munificent
and magnanimons than the Union and West
Branch Canal 7 We cannot be brought to do
them the injustice to belleve they will suffer
such leading interests to languish, by withhold-
ing the slight boon craved by those struggling
for existence. They do not ask it mendacionsly:
they are not of the ilk who. folding thelr hands
with culpable apathy, “Micawber”-like, expect-
Ing something to “*turn up” in the shape of gra-
tuitous tender of means of extrication.

In 1805 o destructive freshet swept the em-
bankments and locks, and so injured the Bald
Foagle Canal that the company were not able to
reppir it.  Already there have been six milos of
the twenty-four miles of ecaunl recovered, by
irepalr of embankments, bridges, and locks, by
the labor and at the expense of one firm, at a
lurge ontlay, and o drawback isneoded by which
they can gel some returns for the outlay of

| capital invested while the canal was in opera-
tlon. Last year the result of this outlay was the
sending of 100 cargoes of lumber from the six

A miles of recovered eanal. And this firm, with
four or five othoers co-operating, are prepared to
repair and deepon the entire twenty-four miles
of canal, thut boats drawlng fonr feet waler may
piss through it—the average depth of the Penn-
gylvania canals,

It is only necessary to furnish the approximate
satistice of the Intervsis involved, perhaps, t
excite lnquiry and investigation in the proper
quarters, and topromoto the unity of sction neces-
Bary to the attalnment of the desired consum-
mu\ilon. There would, it Is  believed, pass
over this canal, when 1n its normal state, twenty
to twenty-five million fect of lumber anuually,
mnnufncvl.urcd from its noble forests.

The Bnow Shoe Coal Company, who have a
rllroad from thelr mines to canal at Milesburg,
snd whose coal 15 unrivalled for its purity and
wdiness for manufscturing, steaming, and other
purposes to which bituminous coals arg applied,
propose to cause thelr ten thousand ncres of
tonl lands to disgorge forty to fifty thousand
tons, and inerease to one hundred thousand por
annumn from their mines,

Correspondence from Welllngton, Noew Zea-
Iand, dated March 29 has just been recelved

From it we glean the follow ing:

The sgoene of the present tragody is Whike Clifls,
asmall settlement in the Tarnnakl distrlet, only
soine twelve or fourteen miles from the town of
Tarnnakl.  Through the Treudly natives full

The remain-
ing vietim, the Rev. J. Whiteley, o Waos-
leyan misslonary, was mot as he wns ap-
proanching the settloment  and  was  or-
tdered to return forthwith to Taranaki. On

refusing to do this he was shot dead, five ballets
having been subseguently found in his body.
The work of murder having been accomplished,

Weterl and Lis followers burned the block-
house nnd the redoubt, and retired to the inte-
rlor. The followinig day a settler named Me-

Donald passed the scone ol the massacre, snd
rode into Taranakl and gave Information to the
authorities. A party wa¥ at once sent out to col-
leot the bodies, the usual Inguest was held. and
the usual verdict returned. O the day of the
funcral a1l the banks and stores of Taranaki
were closed, and the settlers turned out en
TasgEe 48 mourners, A monument 8 to he
erected, by subseription, in memory of the un-
fortunate sottlers.

The Rev. John Whiteley was
yrominent of the vietims,
Lll'L.lI!l‘t‘. of the rebels to kill him is easlly ne-
counted for. This gentleman lLus labored as a
missionary in New Zealand ever since the year
1865, long before the trst settloment of whiltes
was eatablished.  His nane stands out very con-
rPu uonusly in the early history of the Maori mis-
sion, and apart from his efforts to convert the
nntives: he did a grentdeal of good in endesvor-
ing to teach them the arts of peace. He was
fixteen years ot Kawhin, and while there ac-
guired such Influence nmong the Walkato tribes
us enabled him on one oceasion to Induce thom
to liberate the Turanakis, whom they had eap-
tured In war aud retained as slaves. In the
native wars and feads he was frequently ap-
pointed arbiter, so great was, at one time, the
confidence of the natives in the integrity of his
clhinracter.
